r M adison, N ov. 22—The result of 
th e recent election as indicated by the 
official figu-^s th at are being 
w ith the secretary of state, was 
Governor Upham received more 
one-half of the total vote cast 
whole state for governor. 
More than 
th e combined vote of the other three 
parties. 
A careful estim ate based 
upon the returns th at have been re­ 
ceived from fifty-four of the counties 
shows th at Upham’a total vote will 
not fall far short of two hundred 
thousand. 
This is a gain of about 
th irty thousand over the vote of 1892. 
Governor Peck received a little less 
than tbirty-niD e per cent. of the total 
vote cast, and fell nearly thirty thous­ 
and below his own vote of two years 
before. 
The populists 
had nearly 
three times as many votes chis fall as 
tw o years ago. 
The estim ate places 
their vote this fall at 27,141, or over 
seven per cent, of the total vote. The 
prohibitionists have lost nearly two 
thousand of their thirteen thousand 
votes of two years ago. 
Their vote 
this year is less than three per cent 
of the total vote for governor. 
O! the 
fifty-four counties th a t have made re­ 
tu rn s hut eleven gave m ajorities for 
Peck this fall.

China has indicated a willingness to 
pay a large war indemnity, and the 
expense of the war, to Japan. 


London, N ov. 
22.—The St. Jam es 
Gazette gives prom inence to an article 
In which it says a rapprochem ent has 
taken place betw een Russia and Eng­ 
land and that it is possible the strait 
of the Dardanelles, which has been 
closed to Russian and other men-of- 
war since the signing of the treaty of 
ru l-11841, which was confirmed by the Paris

The Gazette points out the opening of 
the Dardanelles to foreign warships 
would have a disastrous effect upon 
England; th at it would necessitate s 
great increase in the British M editer 
ranean fleet. A num ber of troops from 
the m ilitary district of Odessa have 
been ordered to proceed to Vladivo- 
stock and from the Russian w ar port to 
the northeast of Corea. 
It is asserted

time vessels of the Russian volunteer 
fleet have passed through the Darda­ 
nelles on their way to Vladivostock.

CHANCE FOR DIPLOMACY. 


St. Louis, Nov. 22.—Louis Glyre ot 
St. Jacobs, 111., called a t the four 
courts yesterday and told Chief of De­ 
tectives Desmond a story of how he 
had been swindled out of $ 4 ,0 0 0 by a 
trio of three card monte men. 
Until two weeks ago Glyre owned a 
large farm three 
miles 
from 
St. 
Jacobs, when he sold out for $i,000 
and placed the amount in the bank 
at Highland, 111. 
About two days 
ago he learned th at he could purchase 
a farm in Ohio at a low figure. 
It was 
just the kind of an investment th at he 
was looking for, and he a t once went 
to the place. 
Last Wednesday, while 
on a west hound Ohio & Mississippi 
train just outside of Cincinnati, after 
having completed all arrangem ents to 
purchase the farm, save paying for 
it, 
he 
formed 
the 
acquaintance 
of 
three 
well 
dressed 
men, 
one 
introducing 
himself 
as 
J. 
E. McDonald and his friend, Robert 
Sumner, both traveling salesmen. The 
other said he was John Wilson, an 
actor, hound for Chicago. 
In the con­ 
versation which followed the men 
learned from Glyre all about his affairs, 
including the fact th at he had $4,000 
in the bank at Highland, 111., which 
he was willing to invest. 
Wilson a t 
once 
proceeded 
to work to gain 
possession of the $4,000. 
He drew 
four cards from his pocket and said he 
had just lost $300 in learning a new 
game and proceeded to show how it 
worked. 
An exhibition of the three- 
card monte game followed in which 
Glyre was allowed to win $4,000. 
Wil­ 
son took a roll of bills from his pocket 
as if to pay, and while counting out 
$4,000, suddenly asked Glyre w hat as­ 
surance he had th at he would have 
paid the bet had he lost. 
As the 
answ er 
was 
not 
satisfactory 
to 
Wilson he said th at he would pay 
Glyre the amount if he m et him in 
Chicago at the Palm er house on Nov. 
16 and brought w ith him the $4,000 he 
had in hank in Highland just to show 
th a t he had th at amount. 
On the day agreed upon Glyre ar­ 
rived in Chicago with his money. 
He 
was met a t the Illinois Central station 
by one of the card manipulators, who 
told him th at Wilson was not at the Pal­ 
m er house, hut was at the home of a 
friend in the suburbs and he would take 
him there. The two boarded ajstreetcar. 
From the term inus Glyre was com­ 
pelled to walk half a mile. 
In a large 
vacant lot not far from Lake Michigan 
the other two confidence men were 
found. 
Wilson refused to pay over to 
Glyre the $4,000 unless he was given 
another trial at the game,and both put 
up their money. 
Glyre deposited his 
$4,000 on the ground, Wilson counted 
out an equal amount and laid it next 
to the first pile, In the manipulation 
cards th at followed Glyre lost. 
Just 
■at this 
time 
another 
man 
ap­ 
proached and said th at he was a 
policeman and 
informed the 
men 
th a t they were under arrest for gamb­ 
ling. 
Wilson grabbed up both piles of 
money and ran off. 
The bogus police­ 
man grabbed Glyre and the other two 
men and said th at if they attem pted to 
run off he would shoot them, as he did 
n o t intend to lose any more of his 
prisoners. 
The dispute was finally 
settled by the bogus policeman order­ 
ing the men to separate. 
Glyre was 
told to remain behind until the others 
were out of sight, and he did so. 
Several hours late Glyre discovered 
th a t he had been swindled and re­ 
turned to Highland. 
Monday he re­ 
ceived a letter signed “J. E. McDon­ 
ald,” in which the w riter, who was one 
of the men mixed up in the swindle, 
said th at Wilson was in St. Louis and 
he would assist him in locating him. 
This letter was headed St. Louis, but 
had been w ritten while on board a 
train, as it bore the postmark, “ Evans­ 
ville & Alton Railway Postoffice.”

States shows the terror of approaching 
Japan at the present juncture other­ 
wise than by united action.

It must face the inevitable.

Golden Jubilee Brings Services Full of 
Significance—But One of the Origi­ 
nal 
Thirteen Members 
of the 
Church Present—Mrs. M. L. Beers 
Historical Sketch. 


Every seat was occupied in the Bap­ 
tist church last evening at the semi­ 
centennial jubilee services. 
Rev. Dr. 
Galusha Anderson of Chicago deliv­ 
ered the sermon which was an able 
discourse. 
The meeting was opened 
with a selection by the choir, followed 
by the reading of the scripture lesson 
by Br. Anderson. 
Rev. S. P. Wilder 
of the Congregational church invoked 
divine blessings upon the congrega­ 
tion. 
Dr. Anderson’s 
theme 
was 
“ Christ 
Misunderstood.” 
Christ’s 
teachings were not even correctly 
understood by the apostles; the speak­ 
er declared. 
His mission wholly re­ 
lated to the kingdom of heaven and

not to earthly kingdoms. 
He spoke 
eloquently 
concerning the 
life of 
Christ, His teachings, His miricles. 
Christ’s life and teachings were misin­ 
terpreted the same as the teachings of 
many great men had been misinter­ 
preted. 
John the Baptist misunder­ 
stood Christ as was shown by many of 
his6ayiDgs. 
When the apostles mis­ 
understood Christ and Christ’s mother 
did not understand him, it was no 
wonder that the people did not under­ 
stand His teaching^. The sermon was 
heard with deep interest. 


T ried B y T im e and F ire. 
It occurred to many in the congre­ 
gation last night how truly “time 
tried and fire tested” had been their 
church. 
Despite the fact that it was 
organized by thirteen people and has 
had thirteen pastors, it has flourished. 
Twice have the Baptists of Janesville 
been burned out, once in 18G7 and 
again in 1884, but in the face of their 
affliction they are the possessors of 
one of the finest churches in the city. 
Mrs. LaFayette Beers reviewed the 
history of the congregation and its 
work and her excellent paper was as 
follows: 
The first sermon preached in Janes­ 
ville was by J. Halstead, a Methodist 
itinerant, in 1837. 
The service was 
held in the bar room of the log tavern 
near the present location of Lapping 
block. 
The liquors were hidden out 
of sight and the bar 
served 
as a 
pulpit. 
The next service was held 
under the oaks, upon the hillside of 
Main street. 
Fifty years ago Rev. Jeremiah Mur­ 
phy, a brisk young Irishman, came to 
do missionary work and during his 
ministry the First Baptist church of 
Janesville was organized on October 
13, 1844. There were thirteen original 
constituent members. 
The first house of worship was con­ 
structed during the summer of 1851, 
at a cost of $5,000 and dedicated on 
Decembei of that year. 
In the tower 
was a bell costing $350, Subsequently 
this edifice was sold and in the . interim 
before the completion of the secoi d 
building the society established itself 
in the Hyatt House block. 
This tem­ 
porary church was christened “ The 
Baptist Tabernacle. ” 


F ir e 
L e ft T h em H om eless. 
One dreary winter’s night when the 
snow raged over the hills, the Hyatt 
bouse block was burned. 
Driven out 
from this heme the society established 
itself in Lappin’s hall, where services 
were continued until tne second edi­ 
fice was ready for occupancy. 
This 
was finished in 1868 and consumed 
by fire in 1884. 
A 
little after 6 
o'clock, while the young people’s meet­ 
ing was in session, the roof ignited 
from the gas jets and in a few min­ 
utes the house was doomed. 
Home­ 
less a second time by ravaging flames, 
the Congregational brethren offered 
the use of their house of worship. 
There was an exchange of courtesies. 
They furnished the church and the 
Baptist society the minister. 
The third and present house of wor­ 
ship was completed in 1885 at a net 
cost above salvage of $22,000. 
Its 
total valuation is about $30,000. 
In 
1891 the parsonage was bought at a 
cost of $3,500 by William Payne and 
presented to the church. 
Previous to 
this Mrs. Sarah Wilcox Judson died iu 
San Jose, Cal., and made a bequest of 
$500 to the church. 
J. B. Crosby also 
gave liberally. 
M issionary W ork F lou rish ed . 
This church has always done effici­ 
ent work in its missionary activities. 
Miss Clara Baldwin Cross, in Burmab, 
receives aid through general channels 
o f support. 
Clarence Antisdel, 
who 
was baptised here is now a missionary 
in Africa.

Ames, who labors among the Chinese

Rev. M. G. Hodge has aer ed as 
pastor of the Baptist society for two 
terms of six and thirteen years with 
an interval of about ten years’ ab­ 
sence.

Thirteen years later he received t ie 
degree of D. D. from the University 
of Chicago. 
He was united in mar­ 
riage in 1846 to Harriet Keli&m, at 
'Irasburg, Vt. 
She was one of those 
chosen ones of whom it was sufficient 
praise to say she was a helpmeet.

the language of a fellow clergyman 
“ Dr. Hodge feeds his flock like a 
shepherd, gathering the lambs in his 
arms and carrying them in his bosom. 
He is a faithful herald of Christ watch­ 
ing for souls.” 
His prominent char­ 
acteristic is that of sternness, in ten­ 
derness. which Longfellow ascribed 
to the Puritans, and he moves among 
his flock with kindly ministrations, 
whispering patience and fatherly love.

examiner who has not had at least ten 
years of actual experience as a sta­ 
tionary engineer, of temperate habits, 
good character and not interested 
the sale of any kind of steam 
chinery. 
M ast H ave C red en tials. 
He must give a bond of $2,000.

fine of from $25 to $50 is imposed fcr 
persons without certificates who run 
machinery. 
There are four classes of 
engineers provided for. 
Chief engi­ 
neers must take oath that they have 
had charge of machinery five years; 
second-class 
engineers three years* 
experience, and must be capable of 
running a 100-horse power engine 
Charges may be brought against an 
engineer for permitting his engine to 
get out of order, and if proven his li­ 
cense must be revoked, and cannot be 
renewed until after six months. 
A 
fine of $200 for constructing a faulty 
boiler is provided. 
Locomotive engi- 
neers'and engineers of fire engines 
are exempt from the provisions of the 
proposed bill. 
Engineers are to pay 
fees of $5, $3, $2 and $1 for the re 
spective classes. 
The examiners are 
to receive $1,200 a year and expenses. 
“ We are heartily in favor of the 
idea,” said Engineer Putnam of the 
Water company, “ and our local lodge 
would like to see the bill pass.

a living for both in such a m enial fash­ 
io n th a t it-is a w onder th a t her brave 
h e a rt has n o t long since given w ay be- 
.n e a th the burden. 
The nam e of the w om an is Amalie 
'C eruti, and she w as born in Breslau, 
Silesia, fifty years ago. 
H er fa th e r 
w as a law yer, a man of position, b u t 
poo *, 
horribly poor, know ing such 
h ea breaking poverty as can only be 
found am ong Germ an officials. Amalie 
V os.er w as the eldest child of a .large 
fam ily. 
In those days the only way 
to r a wom an to earn a living honestly 
w as on the stage, and on th e stage she 
w e n t 
She was sm all, w ith a pretty, 
g ra c e fu l figure and a fine, in tellig en t 
face. 
She m ade her first appearance 
in her n a tiv e ' city, 
and her success 
w as instantaneous. 
Those w ere the 
days w hen th e b allet was a m atter of 
firs t 
n ot 
of 
secondary 
im por­ 
tan ce, and the gifted young dancer 
speedily m ade h er w ay to the ran k s of 
h e r profession. 
She w ent from city 
to city in Germ any and A ustria and 
w as everyw here 
triu m p h an tly 
re­ 
ceived. 
In an evil hour, she says, she was 
induced to come to th is country. T h a t 
w as in 1871, w hen the K iralfys first 
cam e over from H ungary to sta rtle 
th e U nited S tates w ith th e ir unique 
productions. 
“ H um pty D um pty” was 
first produced and th e young G erm an 
'd an cer m ade a h it in pantom im e. 
T h en came the g reat spectacular 
pieces like the “Black Crook,” and 
th e “ W hite Faw n.” 
She became a 
m em ber of the “ Black Crook” com ­ 
pany playing a t the Academy of M u­ 
sic. 
In th e sam e com pany were Bon 
fau ti, the beautiful, w ho afterw ard s 
m arried the son of Gov. John T. Hoff­ 
m an and retired from the stage, and 
Em ily and B etty Rigl, though in those 
day s they spelled th eir nam es “Re­ 
g a l.” 
T here was an o th er m em ber of the 
com pany, the b allet m aster, in fact— 
B ap tistin Ceruti, know n on the stage 
a s B aptistin, and betw een him and 
th e fair haired dancer a stro n g a t ­ 
tach m en t arose. 
They were n o t con­ 
te n ted w ith being happy, they wished 
•to be happier, “and so they were m ar­ 
ried ” in 1873. 
E verything w ent w ell 
for a while. 
H er husband's services 
w ere in demand, and they had no 
troubles. He w as nearly tw enty years 
older th an she, and had been m arried 
before, but there was no cloud on th e ir 
m arried life. 
She was as fond of her 
little stepson, Louis, as if he had been 
h er own child. 
W henever she w anted 
a n engagem ent she found one w ith 
S trakosch or the doughty Col. M aple­ 
ton, and on one occasien she took p a rt 
in Adelaide N eilson’s production of 
“ M uch Ado A bout N othing.” 
T hen the clouds began to gather. 
H er husband became desperately ill 
M anagers suddenly discovered th a t 
C eruti and his wife were not so young 
as th ey once 
were. 
E ngagem ents 
w ere hard to get, and, like all people 
of th eir class, bohem ians to the core; 
th e y had saved b u t little money. 


Louis has grow n up and is a skilled 
etcher and photographer. 
B ut he has 
found it hard to g et em ploym ent, and 
there are four m ouths to feed, for he 
m arried a g irl as poor as them selves. 
Mme. Ceruti’s troubles had m ade her 
a little flighty. 
M anagers sh u t their 
doors on her. 
H er husband was grow ­ 
ing old and feeble every day, u n til 
finally it seemed as if th ere was noth­ 
ing betw een them anil hopeless pov­ 
erty. 
A few weeks ago Mme. Ceruti w ent 
to a law yer and told him an odd story 
of how she had been robbed of th e very 
last of her jew els nearly five years a g a 
Necessary proofs w ere lacking; she 
had no friends. 
I t seemed im possible 
to convince th e auth o rities th a t a 
wom an so poor as she could have been 
robbed,. 
B ut the law yer is in vestigat­ 
ing the m atter, and perhaps after all 
the necessary evidence m ay be got 
th a t w ill bring com fort and ease to 
her for a tim e a t le a st 
Mme. Ceruti 
is still erect and a le rt 
She ta lk s 
F rench as w ell as Germ an and E n­ 
glish, and speaks w ith keen reg ret of 
the lost glories of the ballet, of the

Congress and Seeds. 
Secretary M orton has tried to reform 
the governm ent d istrib u tio n of agri­ 
cu ltu ral seeds. 
A fter the passage of 
a bill by the present congress allow ­ 
ing each m em ber a clerk, th e secre­ 
tary notified m em bers th a t the seeds 
w ould be furnished them for distri­ 
bution by th eir clerks, thus saving the 
salaries of clerks em ployed to m ail 
seeds to addresses given by congress­ 
men. 
The house ag ricu ltu ral appro* 
priation bill has had m any reform 
features changed by th e senate, and 
as reported from the conference will 
compel th e secretary to send out $160, - 
OOO w orth of seeds directly from the 
departm ent to addresses furnished, 
and to notify th e receivers. 
For this 
w ork eig h t clerks will be required. 
T he provision th a t seeds should be of 
rare varieties only, has been struck 
out. 


P ollination o f th e Pear. 
The departm ent a t W ashington has 
issued a pam phlet of nearly 200 pages- 
on the influences and changes w rought 
in the flowers and fru it of the pear, 
and more particularly in the B artlett, 
by dusting them w ith pollen from 
other varieties, such as Anjou, An- 
gouleme, 
W inter 
N ells and Clapp. 
These changes are occasionally con­ 
siderable, b u t some credit m ust be 
ascribed to season and to skill in pru n ­ 
ing and culture. 
The influence of the 
stock is som etim es im portant. 
The 
subject is interesting, and changes 
may be obtained by future experi­ 
m ents; 
b u t it m ust be rem em bered 
th a t results are only the changes of 
varieties, and th a t none of them are 
specific; * one variety does n o t hop 
across the line through this agency.

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A Lock of W om an’s H air T h at F arm er 
F lin t Discovered. 
David Flint, who lives near Pike, 
N. Y., chopped down a maple tree a t 
the roadside opposite his home the 
other day. 
The tree, owing to its 
great size, has been for years a land­ 
m ark in th at vicinity. 
It was sixty 
feet high and four feet in diam eter. 
, In splitting up the great logs the 
; tree made he found in the b u tt log, 
five feet from the lower end and near 
the heart of the tree, a lock of soft, 
dark-brown hair a foot long. One end 
i of the lock was in a hole three and a 


I half inches deep and half an inch in 


I diam eter, into which it was fastened 
I by an oaken pin which had been 
driven into the hole. 
Ninety successive rings or layers of 
wood in the tree had grown over the 
hair and the pin, showing th a t they 
had been driven into the tree ninety 
years ago, when the maple was less 
than a foot in girth. 
The lock of 
hair is as glossy and w ith as much 
apparent vitality as if it had just 
been severed from the head th a t 
bore it. 
The opinion among many is th at 
the woman whose hair is thus so sin­ 
gularly brought to light after nearly 
a century was the victim of some In­ 
dian massacre and had been fastened 
by her hair to the maple while her 
captors tortured her.
